e order covers even such 


materials as industrial explosives, which could, con- 
ceivably, be converted to military uses. 

Britain has had an absolute embargo on the sup- 
ply of arms to cither side within Palestine since carly. in 


February. 


This ban did not, however, apply to the 


Arab States with which Britain has arms supply con- 
tracts; and to which shipments continued after February 
in fulfilmont of these contracts.

TEL-AVIV SHELLED.
